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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Middleton: 


Probably at no time in the history of this country 
has the attention of the people been focused so sharp- 
ly on the problems of education. Seldom, if ever, have 
these problems been so acute. Competent authorities 
report that during the past five years 350,000 men and 
women have left the teaching profession. Marked in- 
creases in the cost of supplies and in teachers’ salaries 
have increased the cost of school operation to a serious 
degree. The problems we face during this period of 
reconstruction are of no less magnitude than those we 
met and solved during the war period. Careful ap- 
praisal of the adequacy of American schools to meet 
the needs of children and the welfare of the nation is a 
continuing year to year responsibility of American citi- 
zens. We fought a world war to defend the basic ten- 
et of the American way of life—the dignity and worth 
of the individual. We must still defend this tenet 
against hostile political faiths both from without and 
within. This defense must be built in American 
schools. 


American children have an assignment with des- 
tiny that is not optional. They will live in a world of 
incredible complexity, of racial and class tensions, of 
international frictions, and of inevitable change. They 
must find their way in this world and must have the 
education which will help them do so. 


In spite of frequent interruptions due to bad 
weather the Ridge school, under Mrs. Dorothy Cook 
as teacher, had quite a successful year with five pu- 
pils graduating from the sixth grade and going on to 
the Union School. This year the school is under the 
direction of Miss Roberta Giddings of Chocorua, grad- 


/ 
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uate of Plymouth Teachers’ College, and with experi- 
ence in Conway and Tamworth schools. Miss Giddings 
is giving highly commendable service. <A regular pro- 
gram of instructional moving pictures is being given 
through the use of a sound projector owned by the 
supervisory union. This year Middleton has eight pu- 
pils in Spaulding High School and two in Farmington 
High School. The health of the children is cared for 
by Mrs. Dorothy Willey, R. N., of Wolfeboro. 


The very helpful cooperation of the members of 
the School Board, the teachers and citizens is sincerely 
appreciated by the superintendent.
